BARKWELL FOUND 
NOT GUILTY ON A 
MURDER CHARGE 


KIWANIS DAY TO 
BE HELD AT FAIR 


Most Widespread Restrain­ 
ing Order That Was 
Ever Issued.

CHICAGO, Juiy 12.—A final 
de­ 
cree making permanent the tempor­ 
ary 
injunction 
obtained 
by 
the 
United States government in federal 
court October 5, 1922, against 
the 
railway employes department of the 
American Federation of Labor, its 
officers, and others restraining them 
from Interfering 
in any 
manner, 
shape or form in the operation of 
railroads 
during 
the 
nation-wide 
shopmen’s strike, was entered today 
by Judge Wilkerson of the 
United 
States district court. 
The decree making permanent the 
injunction which is considered the 
most widespread restraining order 
ever obtained in the history of labor 
litigation, afects approximately 400,- 
000 rail employes and officers of the 
shop crafts concerned in the strike. 
The injunction "was applied 
for 
by 
United 
States 
Attorney 
General 
Harry M< Daugherty on September I 
1922, nearly two months after the 
inception of the strike. The tempor­ 
ary restraining order 
was 
handed 
down by Judge Wilkerson on Octo­ 
ber 5, 1922, and today made perman­ 
ent. 
Theoretically the strike is still in 
effect. The shopmen left their posts 
cf duty on July I, 1922 when 
the 
United States Railroad Labor Board 
crdered a cut in their wages, effec­ 
tive on that date. 
The strike con­ 
tinued for more than two months 
during which time, according to evi­ 
dence introduced by the government, 
widespread assault and intimidation 
of men \<*ho had taken places of 
striking shopmen occurred. In some 
instances troops were called out to 
patrol railroad property and other 
places special guards were hired by 
the railroads to Poteet their proper­ 
ties. 
The men returned to work in 
September on the basis of what was 
known as the Baltimore agreement, 
which was entered into by 
thirty 
one major railroads of the country. 
The agreement left the question of 
seniority which was the main bone 
oX contention after the strike had 
extended into a month to a commis­ 
sion to decide. 
The shopmen took 
the cut in wages ordered by the rail­ 
road labor board. 
Te railway employes’ department

Twelve employes 
were killed and l l seriously injured 
in the explosion. 
“These isn’t anybody who can tell 
just how it happened,” Coroner Mer­ 
cer declared. 
“The preliminary in­ 
vestigation we have made leads us 
to believe that the cnly thing the 
coroner’s jury can do is to return a 
verdict that 
the 
deaths 
resulted 
from a powder explosion, the cause 
of which is unknown. 
“Such witnesses as are available 
will be sumoned before the coroner’s 
jury .and we will h re the stat* lent 
of the young woman who was at 
work on 
the machine 
which 
is 
thought to have been the center of 
the explosion. Her statement will be 
taken at the hospital and read to the 
jury”. 
The inquest has 
been 
delayed 
pending the result of injuries 
of 
those taken to a local hospital.

was reported at the hospital today 
that all of

injured 
probably 
would recover. 
No trace has been fou I of Try- 
guex Elevens, 24 years 
old, 
who 
was working in the salvaging depart­ 
ment and has been missing since t' e 
explosion.

A conference of the attorneys for 
both sides with Judge E. S. Ggntt 
on instructions to the jury began, 
and there was some debate as to 
whether the jury will be instructed 
that it may find the defendant guilty 
of manslaughter. 
Under the instructions read\o the 
jury the defendant may be found 
guilty of murder either in the first 
or second degree. For murder in the 
first degree th penalty 
is 
either 
death or life imprisonment, and for 
the second degree, imprisonment for 
not less than IO years. 
The jury was also instructed that 
the guilt or innocence of the victim 
of the mob, Scott, had nothing to do 
with the guilt or innocence of the de­ 
fendant. 
Under the 
instructions Barkwell 
can be found guilty either if he act­ 
ually hung Scott or If he “aided and 
abetted” someone else who commit­ 
ted the act with the necessary will, 
malice, premeditation and d elib er­ 
ation. 
Assistant Attorney General 
Davis 
read the Instructions given at the re­ 
quest of the state and Senator Frank 
G. Harris of the defense counsel read 
those given at the request of the de­ 
fense. 
Following the reading of the in­ 
structions Mr. Davis, 
speaking ,or 
the state began his argument to the 
jury .He requested 39 minutes for 
his argument. An hour and a half for 
each side has been allotted for the 
attorneys arguments.

Leaving Kansas City on the Bur­ 
lington Limited we 
were 
quickly 
whisked across the Missouri river 
and thence along its northern banks 
to St. Joseph, our first stop, which 
city was reached at about dusk. After 
considerable switching our train was 
ready for its Journey to the “wild and 
wooly.” Darkness coming on at this 
time all interest was lost in the im­ 
mediate country through which we 
were speeding, and the porter soon 
had us all tucked snugly away in our 
berths, and the lights being turned 
off, we w'ere all soon asleep—that is, 
some of us were.

The growing crops of wheat, com, 
oats, alfalfa and potatoes looked most 
promising. 
The wheat harvest was 
well along, most of the farmers using 
tractor-drawn binders. Th© yield this 
year is said to be above the average. 
One can but wonder how such appar­ 
ent prosperity can exist, when it is 
noted what indifferent care is given 
to outbuildings and machinery. And 
as you view the men themselves they 
seem to be of that sort that have 
“nothing to do and all day in which 
to do it.” But so long as they ar© 
satisfied with 
existing 
conditions 
why try to pull th© “moss” from their 
backs? 
By early daylight our party was up 
and at it, but we haven’t said just 
who “our party” is. 
If one is inclined to be friendly he 
will not be on a railway train very 
long before he becomes acquainted 
with some people who are doing the 
same “stunt” he is; and so In this 
case we found several nice people 
w’ho were bound for Yellowstone just 
as we were, and beteer still, we learn­ 
ed that they were returning to their 
homes via. the same general routes. 
So as our genera^ interests were so 
identical we formed ourselves into a 
sort of “united 
travelers” associa­ 
tion. Those making up this associa­ 
tion are Mr. and Mrs. Frank Moister, 
Cincinnati, Ohio; Mr. and Mrs. O. 
W. Brachman, Wyoming, Ohio; Mr. 
and Mrs. William Sherman and In­

With Germany. J.

LONDON, July ll.—Great Britain 
has informed France and Italy that 
she is ready to assume the responsi­ 
bility of preparing the draft of a re­ 
ply to the German reparations note. 
The reply will be submitted to the 
allies with the least possible delay 
in the hope that they will agree to 
its terms. 
Announcement to this effect wag 
made by Prime Minister Baldwin in 
a statement to the house of com­ 
mons today on Great Britain’s repara 
tion policy. 
The British government, he said, 
invites th© sympathy of the allies and 
of all interested states for the propos­ 
al, which aims solely at the pacifica­ 
tion of Europe and the recovery of 
the exhausted world. 
Mr. Baldwin failed to state what 
the British proposals will be in the 
note the government intends fram­ 
ing, nor did ho say anything In re­ 
gard to an international commission 
to examine into Germany’s capacity 
to pay. 
Premier 
Baldwin 
In his 
state­ 
ment said it could not be made too 
clear, in the interests alike of the 
powers 
concerned 
and 
any who 
might hope to profit by exploiting 
the differences between them, that 
the sole ground of divergence was 
as to the best effective means of 
reaching the ends which were vital 
to a1!. 
These ends were the pay­ 
ment of reparations and the recovery 
of the security of Europe. To secure 
these ends, he said, the allies “have 
grudged nothing in the past,* nor 
will they grudge anything in the fu­ 
ture.” 
“This responsibility#” he went on, 
“is acknowledged and 
shared 
in 
equal measure by the 
allies 
but 
dwells especially on the French and* 
British nations. 
We are as deter­ 
mined as any of our allies that Ger­ 
many shall make reparations for the 
damages done in the great war, to 
the fullest extent of her capacity. 
We have never wavered on that point

MR. HARDING’S OTHER SIDE. 


;;;Of course, one of the principal objects of 
thfc president’s tour is to 
capitalize his 
lovableness. 
He has a great deal of per­ 
sonal charm and the idea is to bring this to 
b ^ r upon the public to as great an extent 
as possible. We wonder whether it is really 
a good plan, after all, to emphasize in this 
W£y at this time what a nice man the presi­ 
dent i3. Somehow or other, when Mr. Har­ 
ding’s good qualities are paraded and be­ 
come the subject 
of 
general 
comment, 
many people are reminded of his other 
qualities that are not so good. It is dfficult 
to-show, and to keep on showing day after 
rn rn 
9 
day, one side 
of a public man 
without 
arousing the public 
curiosity 
about his 
ether side; and it is well known that Mr. 
Harding has another side. 
:By this we mean that it is well known 
that while Mr. Harding is personally love­ 
able and charming he is not a very strong 
or ;positive personality and does not seem 
to have much iron in his makeup. 
:As a matter of fact, his trip has already 
served in a very striking way to remind 
tbs pubic of this latter fact. 
His speech 
about the world court is very widely inter­ 
preted as an instructive demonstration of 
his lack of iron which is regarded by many 
aS'his most serious weakness. 
He had let word go forth that on this 
toot he would fight for the world court. He 
had laid down his world court program in­ 
volving American adhesion to the court 
with certain reservations prepared by Sec­ 
retary of State Hughes. But his speech at 
St. Louis was not a speech in favor of that 
program. 
On the contrary, it marked the 
a^^donm ent 
that program and the sub­ 
stitution of a brand new one involving com­ 
plete divorcement of the world court from 
the* League. 
This is a very much milder 
proposal than 
the 
other and 
it really 
amounts to nothing because it is impracti­ 
cable. 
Moreover, Mr. Harding let it be 
known that he had no intention of making 
a fight even for this second 
and 
much 
milder proposal. 
He will let the senate 
ta je it or leave it as it sees fit, and he will 
make no more speeches about it. 
This means, obviously, that Mr. Harding 
haLretreated. 
He has allowed himself to 
be shelled out of the position which he had 
taken up and has 
withdrawn 
farther— 
milch farther—to the rear. He lacked the 
resolution to hold his ground in face of the 
bofnbardment directed against him by 
Chairman Adams, the New York Herald 
and the bitter-enders in general. After all 
histbrave talk, he has practically abandon­ 
ed shis world court project under fire. 
$ow that is not a pretty spectacle. It is 
causing a groat deal of comment. 
Of 
coifrse, what Mr. Harding has done in this 
matter is camouflaged as well as possible, 
but it is pretty generally understood, never­ 
theless. 
]fr takes a lot of loveableness and per­ 
sonal charm to offset in the case of a presi­ 
dential candidate such weakness of pur­ 
pose, such lack of resolution, as are here 
revealed. 
Even 
people 
who didn’t like 
Roosevelt and people who didn’t like Wil­ 
son: are heard to remark that neither of 
those two men would have quit the fight 
after starting it. 
Sjo the presidential tour has its danger 
as yvell as its promise. 
It will both help 
Mr- Harding’s cause and hurt it. Nobody 
carf say whether it will help more than it 
wilt burt. 


TOO MUCH UNWISE TALK. 
From the St. Louis Star. 
One of the correspondents in the presi­ 
dent’s party interviewed a leading republi­ 
can by the name of Irwin, out in Wyoming, 
and he says the president has talked en­ 
tirely too much for his own good. He gives 
details of his estimate 
of the 
blunders 
made. But one of the criticisms is as to the 
effect of one speech at Kansas City. Here 
it is: 
’‘You see ifs a mistake for a man to 
say too much. 
Hughes went around 
the country making speeches and you 
know what happened to him. 
Same 
way with Cox. 
In politics, I don’t 
think it pays to say too much. 
Now 
out in Wyoming, Harding made a good 
western talk. It was fine. And there’s 
no doubt the people are leaning too 
heavily on the federal government and 
saying ‘let George do it.’ 
And he’s 
right when he says the war finance 
corporation saved the state of Wyom­ 
ing. Lots of people have forgotten 
that we borrowed $12,000,000 from 
the government. But we have got to 
pay all that back. 
“I was in Kansas City the other day 
after the president talked there, and I 
tell you the fellows up there were boil­ 
ing mad over that speech, what’s the 
use of his declaring himself about con­ 
solidation of railroads. 
That’s some­ 
thing the interstate commerce commis­ 
sion can work out, and he needn’t get 
mixed up in it.” 
It is clear that the farmers out west don’t 
believe that railroad consolidation is going 
to help them get better prices for their 
products. And how can that be reasonably 
expected Consolidations will not decrease 
operating expenses appreciably, and that 
will be essential to bring about lower 
freight rates. 
The only relief for the farmer is higher 
prices for his grain and hay. How can rail­ 
road consolidation ensure higher prices? 
The surest relief for the farmers of the 
whole country is the opening up of better 
markets abroad. That can be done quick­ 
est through the stoppage of wars and the 
cost of armies in Europe. The world court 
and the League 
of Nations are the best 
means to that end. Mr. Harding has made 
the one impossible and has decreed the 
other to be dead. 
And, furthermore, he 
rejoices in the new tariff measure, which 
diminishes the opportunity of Europe to 
trade with us, and increases the cost of 
everything the farmer buys. 
Unquestionably 
the Wyoming republi­ 
can is right. The president has talked too 
much, and has hurt himself by his talking.

It is a most perfect system and 
is invaluable to the travelers. These 
rangers are all young fellows from 
the best families in the land and take 
this means of earning 
some extra 
money for their further education. 
They watch for fires and by a code 
system inform the fire fighters of 
the danger and the location of fires. * 
The care exercised by the rangers j 
has reduced the number of fires in 
the park from 306 in 1919 to 5 in 1920. j 
It has been figured that 85 per cent of j 
the fires are due to the carelessness j 
of tourists and many have been fined 
for not extinguishing 
their 
camp 
fires before proceeding on their tour.

WHAT SHALL WE HAVE FOR 
DINNER? 


\K T HEX sandwiches are so often 
in use during the summer a 
different kind of bread will add va­ 
riety to the menu. 
Orange and Nut Bread.—While 
oranges were plentiful early in the 
year the careful housewife prepared 
a pound or more of candled orange 
peel to use for various dishes us 
well as a confection. 
This bread 
will need a half cupful of candled 
orange peel chopped, five cupfuls 
of pastry flour, one cupful of gra­ 
ham flour, one teaspoonful of salt, 
six teaspoonfuls of baking powder, 
one cupful of sugar, and one-half 
cupful of chopped pecan meats. 
Beat one egg, add one cupful of 
milk to the sifted dry ingredients, 
then combine the fruit and nuts. 
Turn into a buttered loaf pan and 
hake in a moderate oven 45 min­ 
utes. 
Ragout of Liver.—Cut one pound 
of calf’s liver into dice, and put it 
over the fire in cold water or stock, 
to cover. Cook one hour, add sea­ 
soning and salt, pepper with a little 
ground mace, a sprig of parsley and 
a little sweet marjoram. 
Rub to­ 
gether 
two 
tablespoonfuls 
of 
browned flour with one of butter, 
add this to the saucepan with one 
teaspoonful each of lemon Juice 
and Worcestershire sauce. Stir un­ 
til thick and serve dotted with 
cubes of currant jelly. 
Arabian 
Pudding.—Cream 
two 
Tablespoonfuls of butter with three 
tablespoonfuls of sugar, add one 
well-beaten egg, three tablespoon­ 
fuls of sweet milk, one cupful of 
flour sifted with one teaspoonful of 
baking powder, one-quarter of a 
cupful of any chopped nuts, twelve 
dates stoned and cut in pieces. 
Mix and bake in a w'ell-buttered 
pan. Bake 20 minutes. Serve with 
the following sauce: Take one cup­ 
ful of sugar, one tablespoonful of 
flour well mixed, the juice and rind 
of a lemon and a scant pint of boll­ 
ing water, cook until smooth, add­ 
ing a tablespoonful of butter and a 
grating of nutmeg just before serv­ 
ing. 
A spoonful of jelly will give 
the sauce both color and flavor.
